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Live  Birth  Rate 

The  crude  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  16. 9*  The 
corrected  live  birth  rate  (using  a comparability  factor  of  1.06)  was  17.9 
compared  with  a live  birth  rate  of  10. 1 for  England  and  Wales  and  19.7 
for  Administrative  County  of  Hampshire. 

Illegitimate  Births 

There  were  15  illegitimate  births  in  1965  compared  with  16  in  1964. 

A better  comparison  is  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  to  total  live 
births  which  was  L.%2%  compared  with  4.0%  in  1964.  For  the  Administrative 
County  of  Hampshire  the  rate  was  5 • 9%  in  1965. 

Still  Births 

There  were  4 stillbirths  in  1965  giving  a stillbirth  rate  per  1,000 
total  live  and  stillbirths  of  11.1  compared  with  a rate  of  25.1  in  1964.  The 
rate  for  England  & Wales  in  1965  was  15.8  and  for  the  Administrative  County 
of  Hampshire  12.5. 

Infant  Deaths 

Eleven  infants  (all  legitimate)  under  1 year  of  age  died  in  1965. 

Of  these  6 died  in  the  first  week  of  life  and  another  one  before  he  was  one 
month  old.

Infant  Mortality  Rate 

This  is  calculated  as  the  total  infant  deaths  under  1 year  per  1,000 
live  births  and  for  1965  for  Andover  Dural  District  was  30.9  compared  with 
27.8  in  1964.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1965  was 
19.0  for  the  Admini s tr a t i ve  County  of  Hampshire  17.8. 
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Legitimate  Infant  Mortality  Rate 

As  none  of  the  deaths  was  in  illegitimate  infants,  the  legitimate 
morta  ity  rate  was  also  30.9  per  1,000  live  births. 

Illegitimate  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
This  was  zero. 


Neonatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  is  the  deaths  of  infants  under  4 weeks  of  age  per  1,000  live  births. 

As  there  were  7 deaths  under  4 weeks,  this  gives  a neonatal  mortality  rate 
of  19.7  compared  with  25.1  for  19o4» 

Enrlv  Neonatal  mortality  Rate 

This  is  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age  per  1,000  births  and 
for  1965  was  16.9  compared  with  25.0  in  1964* 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rato 

This  rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  and  stillbirths 
combined  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths.  For  1965  it  was  27. 8 compared 

with  46.4  for  1964. 

Maternal  mortality  Rate 

There  were  no  deaths  caused  by  pregnancy  or  child  bearing  giving  a 
maternal  mortality  rate  of  zero.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the 
Administrative  County  of  Hampshire  was  0.11  in  1965.

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  all  ca.uses  in  Andover  Rural  District  in 
1965  was  145.  Only  38  of  these  occurred  under  the  age  of  54  years. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  accounted  for  37  deaths  - they  caused  25.5$  of  all 
deaths. 

Coronary  Artery  Disease,  with  23  deaths,  caused  15.9%  of  all  deaths. 
Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with  25  deaths,  were  responsible  for 
17.2%  of  all  deaths. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart,  circulatory  system  (which 

includes  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system)  are  combined,  a figure  of 

67  deaths  is  arrived  at  - this  is  46.2%  of  all  deaths. 

Cancer  of  all  types  caused  22  deaths  i.e.  15.1%  of  all  deaths. 

Of  these,  8 were  caused  by  malignant  neoplasms  of  the  lung  and  bronchus. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  a correlation  between  cancer  of  the  lung 

and  bronchus  and  smoking,  particularly  cigarettes.

This  table  shows  that  measles  is  a disease  of  childhood  and  particularly 
of  school  attenders,  54  cases  occurring  between  5-9  years.  The  congregation 
of  children  in  classrooms  forms  an  excellent  means  for  those  incubating  the 
disease  to  pass  it  on  to  their  non-immune  classmates. 

Tuberculosis 

Nine  new  cases  of  tuberculosis,  7 of  which  were  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified  ih  1965. 

One  is  apt  to  think  that  tuberculosis  has  been  conquered  but  there  are 
still  many  cases  of  midetected  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  population  of  the 
country,  capable  of  passing  on  the  disease  to  non-immune  contacts. 

There  was  one  inward  transfer  on  the  register.  Nine  cases,  all  pronounced 
cured,  were  removed.

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 
Poliomyelitis 
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Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons  under  40  years 
of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral  (sabin)  type  of  vaccine  which  is 
easier  to  administer  to  children.  It  is  important  to  ensure  that  the  highest 


possible  acceptance  rate,  especially  among  young  children,  is  maintained.

Diphtheria.  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Gough  '/accination 

The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  Triple  Antigen  which  contains  antigens 
of  diphterhia,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  This  reduces  the  number  of  injections 
necessary,  which  are  usually  commenced  when  the  infant  is  about  three  months 
old.  The  antigens,  given  combined  in  a single  vaccine,  produce  a greater 
protection  to  each  disease  than  they  would  if  given  separately.

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District  Health  Sub-Committee 

The  Andover  and  Kingsclere  District  Health  Sub-Committee  is  a 
Sub-Coinrnittee  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council. 

As  each  District  Council  appoints  three  Councillors  and  two  co-opted 
members  representing  voluntary  organisations  it  has  available  a considerable 
amount  of  valuable  information  concerning  the  three  districts. 

Reports  are  submitted  on  infectious  disease,  births  and  deaths, 
registration  and  inspection  of  nurseries,  immunisation  and  vaccination, 
midwifery  and  maternity  services,  home  help  services,  district  Nurses’ 
accommodation  and  ’Meals  on  Wheels’,  in  which  all  three  districts  have 
a common  interest. 

In  addition,  the  Sub-Committee  appoints  district  nurses  and  nidwives, 
submits  financial  estimates  for  the  Home  Help  Service  and  deals  with  such 
matters  as  the  distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  and  other  activities 
concerned  with  Child  Welfare  Centres. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  Bourne  Valley  Drainage  Scheme  was  approximately  three  quarters 
finished  by  the  end  of  1965  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  completed  by 
the  early  part  of  the  summer.  The  Sewage  Disposal  Plant  for  these  works  is 
situated  at  Barton  Stacey.  This  site  was  purchased  by  the  Council  from  the 
Army  Authorities.  The  scheme  will  drain  the  villages  of  Hurstbourne  Tarrant 
and  Longparish  together  with  St.  Mary  Bourne  and  Stoke  in  the  Kingsclere 
and  Whitchurch  Rural  District. 

The  scheme  to  drain  Abbotts  Ann  and  Clatford  to  the  ex— R.A.F.  Sewage 
Disposed.  Plant  Site  at  Abbotts  Ann  was  completed  during  the  year  end 
ninety  six  connections  were  made  to  this  scheme. 

Public  Cleansing 

A weekly  refuse  collection  was  continued  throughout  the  district,  refuse 

being  tipped  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Chilbolton  Down.  The  Council 

continued  to  operate  a cess  pool  emptying  service  for  all  villages  which 

were  not  able  to  connect  to  a main  drainage  scheme.  There  was  a heavy  demand 

for  this  service,  two  tankers  being  in  continual  use.  During  1965,  850 

cess  pools  and  septic  tanks  were  emptied  in  the  area.

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Ca-ravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act.  I960, 


Four  permanent  cc,ravan  sites  continued  to  operate  within  the  area 
with  a total  of  93  c caravans  sited  on  them. 

It  is  still  in  the  minds  of  the  Council  to  provide  a Council  owned 
site  subject  to  a suitable  area  being  found.  It  seems  unlikely  at  this 
stage  that  the  previous  site  planned  for  Amport  will  materialize.  There 
appears  to  be  an  urgent  need  for  sites,  all  sites  within  the  Rural  District 
and  the  Borough  being  completely  full.

b)  Slaughterhouse  s 

The  Slaughterhouse  at  Tilly  Down  continued  to  operate  during  the  year 
with  a similar  throughput  to  that  of  last  year.  The  report,  however,  shows 
quite  a considerable  increase  in  the  percentage  of  animals  affected  with 
disease.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  a larger  number  of  casualty 
animals  were  inspected  during  the  year  which  is  certainly  the  case  with  calves 
where  five  bodies  were  condemned  out  of  thirty- three. 

During  the  year  the  Trainee  Meat  Inspector  tried  to  qualify  as  an 
Authorised  Meat  Inspector  on  three  occasions  but  without  success  and  left 
the  employment  of  this  Authority.  Due  to  the  difficulty  experienced  by 
the  Department  in  trying  to  comply  with  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963 
the  Council  agreed  to  the  appointment  of  an  Authorised  Meat  Inspector  but  as 
there  were  no  applications  at  the  grade  offered  it  was  thought  better  to 
appoint  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  second  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  was  appointed  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  commence  his  duties  in 
January  1966.

Due  to  a failure  of  a refrigerator  in  the  International  Stores  at  Tidworth 
the  whole  of  the  contents  of  the  deep  freeze  cabinet  had  to  be  condemned.  The 
main  contents  were  of  frozen  vegetables  and  fish  and  amounted  to  50  lb 
approximately  in  weight. 

A complaint  received  that  21  lb  of  Green  bacon  was  unfit  for  human 
consumption  was  reported  to  the  Council  and  this  through  the  County  Council 
resulted  in  a prosecution  of  the  suppliers.  The  bacon  was  seen  to  be  in  an 
initial  state  of  decomposition  and  contained  several  maggots  in  the  folds  of 
the  neat  The  firm  concerned  was  found  guilty  and  fined  a total  of 
£41  10s.  Od.

Investigations  were  carried  out  and 
it  was  revealed  that  the  Farm  Manager’s  child  was  affected  with  the  complaint.
